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REMARKS 

It is respectfully requested that this application be examined in view of the above 
amendments and the following remarks. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1-16 are pending. 

Claims 17-23 currently stand withdrawn in view of the restriction set forth below. 
Applicants specifically reserve the right to file a divisional application directed to the 
withdrawn claims. 

Restriction Requirement 

The Office has required restriction between the following groups. 

Group I: Claims 1-16 drawn to a composition comprising a biocompatible 
polymer, a biocompatible solvent and water-insoluble, biocompatible 
contrast agent. 

Group II: Claims 17-21 drawn to a method for embolizing a blood vessel 
by delivering a biocompatible polymer, a biocompatible solvent and a 
water-insoluble, biocompatible contrast agent, via a catheter. 
Group III: Claims 22 and 23 drawn to a kit comprising an embolic 
composition and a catheter to attenuate or arrest blood flow. 

Applicants provisionally elect Group I, with traverse, directed to claims 1-16. The reason 
for traversal is that Applicants believe that searching Group I and Group III together would not 
cause an undue burden on the Examiner. See MPEP §803. As such, Applicants request that the 
Examiner consider rejoining Groups I and III. 
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Election of Species 

Applicants elect the following species: 

Biocompatible polymer - ethylene vinyl alcohol copolymers 

Biocompatible solvent - dimethyl sulfoxide ("DMSO") 

Water-insoluble contrast agent - tantalum 
Applicants submit that claims 1-16 read on the elected species. 

Applicants request expedited prosecution on the merits. Please direct all correspondence 
to the undersigned attorney or agent at the address indicated below.
